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U.S. Asked to Probe Liberty Lobby

Acting Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark has been urged 
by Vice President Humphrey, 
together with several Senators 
. and Congressme n— Sens. 
Wayne Morse (D-Ore.) and 
Steve Young (D-Ohio) and 
Rep. Emanuel Celler (D-N.Y.) 
— to investigate the rightwing 
Liberty Lobby to ascertain 
whether it should be put on 
the Justice Department’s list 
of subversives. 

In view of the fact thatltwo 
Japanese rifles were found in 
[the Lobby’s headquarters/ and 
j considering the fact that the 
Lobby’s founder believes the 
Nazi defeat was a defeat for 
Europe and America, the Jus- 
tice Department might also 
probe any links between the 
Liberty Lobby and the/Min- 
utemen, 2Q of whom were ap- 
prehended in New York State 
this week together with more 
than a million rounds of am- 
munition, mortars, bazookas, 
machine guns, crossbows, 
machetes and garrotting noos- 
es. I 

i WilMs Cartojand Robert De- 
pugh, who founded the Liber- 
ty Lobby and the Minutemen 
respectively, are both • grad- 
uates of the John Birch So- 
ciety. 

Meanwhile, in no state out- 
side California has the ultra 
rightwing poured more money 
and propaganda to win a state 
election than Nebraska. 

Running for re-election with 


strong Liberty Lobby and John 
Birch Support is | Sen. Carl 
Curtis, Republican,! staunch 
supporter of the Liberty 
Lobby I for which he tran- 
scribed a promotion statement 
used in a Lobby recording. 

Running against Curtis for 
the Senate is Gov. Frank B. 
Morrison, one of the more 
conservative Democrats, who 
some Democrats say can hard- 
ly be distinguished from a 
moderate Republican. Be- 
tween him and Liberty Lobby 
booster Carl Curtis, however, 
there is a sea of difference. 

Curtis has now issued a 
“Measure of the Man” pam- 
phlet claiming he voted for a 
long list of legislation which 
actually he opposed. He 
claims to be “father of the 
Missouri River Basin Develop- 
ment,” when actually as late 
as June 20, 1006, he called the 
proposed Commission for the 
Missouri River Basin “prema- 
ture and ill-founded.” He re- 
fused to debate Gov. Morrison 
on the subject. 

Cast Sole ‘Nay’ Vote 

He - claims to have “consis- 
tently supported rural electri- 
fication” when actually he vot- 
ed against REA bills 29 times. 
He claims he “always support- 
ed hospital and medical care 
for aged persons” when ac- 
tually he not only voted 
against Medicare but cast the 
one dissenting vote against 
the Kennedy mental health 
bill. All other Republicans 
were against him. He also vot- 


ed against hospital construc- 
tion in the House in 1949 
when 67 per cent, of the Re- 
publicans voted for it. 

He voted against the Agri- 
cultural Act of 1964; against 
the Higher Education Bill and 
Vocational Education; against 
elementary education in 1965, 
against medical education and 
national defense education, 
though over 70 per cent of his 
fellow Republican Senators 
voted the other way. 

He even voted against 
Eisenhower’s Atoms-for-Peace 
program, and against the test 
ban . treaty, the Peace Corps 
and the Arms Control Agency, 
though again about 70 per 
cent of Senate Republicans 
voted for these measures. 

In fact, Curtis had just 
about a 100 per cent Liberty 
Lobby record. He went right 
down the line, not for the Re- 
publican Party but for Liberty 
Lobby policies. There is prob- 
ably as much difference be- 
tween Curtis of Nebraska and 
such moderate Republicans as 
Sens. Clifford Case of New 
Jersey, Margaret Chase Smith 
of Maine and John Sherman 
Cooper of Kentucky as be- 
tween Lyndon Johnson and 
Barry Goldwater. Significantly 
Case, Smith and Cooper will 
be re-elected easily. Curtis 
faces a fight. < 

The situation in Nebraska is 
important for two reasons: 

1. It illustrates what right- 
wing money and propaganda 
can do in a state which once 
sent the Nation’s No. 1 Repub- 


lican progressive, George Nor- 
ris, to the Senate. 

2. Nebraska has picked two 
of its best qualified men to 
run against the right wing. 
Morrison, though all Demo- 
crats don’t agree with his 
conser avative policies, has 
been a highly competent 
Governor. 

Ted Sorenson’s Brother 

^Running to succeed Morri- 
son, also on the Democratic 
ticket, is his , Lieutenant 
Governor, able Philip Soren- 
sen, brother of Ted Sorensen, 
counsel to the late, President 
Kennedy. I 

Sorensen’s rightwing op- 
ponent is Norbert Tiemann 
who married a small town 
banker’s daughter, and who 
was almost unknown until he 
spent $70,000 on TV advertis- 
ing during the primary to 
teach people how to spell his 
name. 

The Republican campaign 
in Nebraska is so far out of 
line with the Republican Par- 
ty in most other states that 
Sen. Curtis was afraid to have 
Gov. George Romney of Mich- 
igan, who may he the next Re- 
publican pr.esfiential candi- 
date, come into the State. His 
moderate views were too simi- 
lar to Morrison’s. So Curtis 
phoned Rep. Gerald Ford of 
Michigan, GOP Leader of the 
House, to ask Romney to can- 
cel a speech he was to make 
at the University of Nebraska. 
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
